The Informat ionaburo (Bureau of Information} of the Mecklenburg State Gwsrn- 
i»nt 13 directly responsible to the executive office of the sinister-president, 
Tto head of the Bureau is one Hogierungsdlrekter Kollwlts (fflSD), a former con- 
centration camp Irmata and a Corrmnlet of Iona standing. Personnel nay be hired 
only with the approval of the minister president, la Sentenber 194? tt» Bureau 
employed from tweaty-five to thirty officials , two of whom were worsen. Five of 
the officials belonged to the G0U , while the rest were PEE members, Tho per- 
sonnel turnover rate is very high and It is expected that the GKT Members will

2, The Inf orma tioasbSro ia divided into two sections J Control a nd Informtion. 

Tho Control Section is managed by Herr Herzog, a CDU swnber, whila the Info- 
rntion Section Is the preserve of one Wulf , an SED member and a jiereonal friend 
of Kollwitz. 


3. It ia the function of the Xnformtionsburo to supervise the proper execution 

Of the laws, orders, and directives of the State' of Mecklenburg, This involves 
the inspection of goveitiment offices for the maintenance of proper standaida of 
administrative efficiency, for the unvailing of corrupt practices, and for the 
coordination of the diverse functions of tho various gweramest agencies The 
InfoiimtioncbUro also works to pawe the state of mblio opinion concerning 
various iasuoa the pcpUarity of which the minister-preeldant wishes to deter- 
t ha Bureau’s work In the field ia carried out by twenty-one offices on 
the Areas level. The field representatives mintaln their establishoorrt.s in 
tte o. .icea of the local Kreis authorities and transmit their reports directly 
to Kollwlts in Schwerin,

Further dissemination, either within the Inforaationsburo or to the pertinent 
ministries, 19 satirely at KoUwits’s discretion.
